Bill Cosby: Trayvon Martin 
case is about guns, not race 


Actor and comedian Bill 
Cosby said the national debate 
over the shooting of Trayvon 
Martin should focus on guns, 
not race. 

The death of the 17-year- 
old African-American teen on 
Feb. 26 by neighborhood 
watch captain George Zim¬ 
merman in suburban Orlando, 
Fla. has ignited a debate about 
race, self-defense and Florida's

In an interview on CNN's

wrong mind, it's death, it's 
wounding people." 

He said he wasn't opposed

Cosby added "when you 
tell me you're going to protect 
the neighborhood that I live in, 
I don't want you to have a gun. 
I want you to be able to see 
something, report it and get out 
of the way. Because you are 
part of the neighborhood I don't 
want you to get hurt and I don't 
want you to hurt anyone."

Participating local doctors 
were Joel Rajnharc, Melissa 
Wever, Yvette Thuis, Ama- 
ranthia Cirks, Brigitte Every, 
Sharline Vis, Roseanne An¬ 
thony, and Harald Narain, 
whose wife, Ruby, was orga¬ 
nizer of the project. “Our pur¬ 


pose here is not only to offer 
a free, one-time breast exam, 
but to also be sure that 
women go home with the 
proper knowledge of how to 
conduct self-examinations, 
which should done monthly” 
she commented.

Aruba signs historic cooperation Island women receive free 
agreement with Holland breast examinations... 


ORANJESTAD - Report¬ 
edly, the agreement that the 
Aruba Eman government 
signed last year with Holland 
brings many benefits with it. 
This was the emphasis that 
the Prime Minister placed on 
the duly called meeting of 
Parliament last Thursday. 
The agreement, according to 
the government, entails, 
among others, that territorial 
integrity of Aruba will be 
safegaurded by means of this 
agreement with Holland. 
Should any country attempt to 
meddle with Aruba, the island 
will have the assistance and 
protecton of all the member 
countries of NATO. 

Every Aruban citizen with 
a Dutch passport, has free ac¬ 
cess to over 20 member coun¬ 
tries in the European Union. 
This is a right and privilege 
that many citizens of the world 
would wish to have. 

In addition, the Prime Min¬ 
ister emphasized that every ci¬ 
tizen and instance on Aruba 



has access to the highest Court 
of Appeal. As an example, 
Aruba has many hotels with 
vested millions, and investors 
who because of the relation¬ 
ship between Aruba and Hol¬ 
land can enjoy legal 
protection and has the assur¬ 
ance that nothing can affect 
their investment because they 
have a legal system to which 
they can turn. They also have 
the gaurantee of a High Court 
of Appeal and that they can 
even make appeal to the High¬ 


est Judicial system in the 
Hague. 

According to Aruba’s 
Prime Minister, the signing of 
this agreement affords Aruba 
more opportunities to grow. 
Aruba can, for example, ben¬ 
efit from the purchase of 
school material. Purchasing 
together with Holland will re¬ 
duce the cost considerably 
because Holland, being such 
a big country compared to 
Aruba, will purchase great 
qauntities which reduces the 
overall cost of books and 
other school material for 
Aruba. 

Aruba can also join with 
Bonaire in the purchase of 
medical services, for example, 
from Colombia, which will 
benefit Aruba greatly by re¬ 
ducing the overall cost. 
Hence, contrary to losing our 
autonomy, this agreement will 
be strenghtening the island in 
numerous ways, according to 
the government of Aruba. 


UNESCO Member States to meet in 
Aruba this week 


ORANJESTAD - This week, 
April 18 to 20, the bi-annual 
meeting of UNESCO’s mem¬ 
ber states which forms the so- 
called Latin Caribbean Cluster 
will be meeting here on Aruba. 


The Latin Caribbean Cluster 
consists of the Dominican Re¬ 
public, Cuba, Haiti and Aruba. 

During past meetings held 
in the Dominican Republic and 
in Havana Cuba, the General 


Secretaries of the National 
Commissions expressed the 
desire to hold the 2012 meet¬ 
ing in Aruba. 

For that reason and comply¬ 
ing with the wishes of the Min¬ 
ister in charge of the 
relationship with UNESCO in 
Aruba, Michelle Winklaar- 
Hooyboer, it was accorded that 
this 2012 meeting of the Latin 
Caribbean Cluster would be 
held here this week. 

Important matters on the 
agenda will be an evaluation of 
the results obtained during the 
biennium 2010-2011 (docu¬ 
ment 35 C/6), which stipulated 
the 2012-2013 program, and to 
prepare the work platform for 
UNESCO for 2014-2015 (doc¬ 
ument 37 C/5).

ORANJESTAD - The 
Aruba Department of 
Economic Affairs, 
Commerce and In¬ 
dustry (DAECI) is 
once again making 
supermarkets/shops 
and the consumer in 
general, aware of the 
legal pricing ordi¬ 
nance (AB 1991 no. 

GT17) of the government 
which stipulates the maxi¬ 
mum prices for certain prod¬ 
ucts of primary necessity. 

The products which pertain 
to the basic package of primary 
necessity products are: sugar, 
rice, flour, baby food and milk, 
coffee, tea, milk and milk pow¬ 
der, butter, margarine, cooking 
oil, eggs and white bread. 

The established maximum 
prices for these products al¬ 
ready include the BBO (tax 
levy of 1.5%) hence; ab¬ 
solutely no BBO is allowed to 
be added to these maximum 
prices. 

While it is legally impossi¬ 
ble to charge any price higher 
than the maximum stipulated 
for these products, it is allowed 



to charge less. The 
adaptation of the 
maximum prices 
for these prod¬ 
ucts is estab¬ 
lished every 
two weeks and 
is published in 
all local news¬ 
papers. These 
prices are also 
visible on DEZHI’s 
website: www.arubae- 
conomicaffairs.aw under their 
“news” section. 

Prices for these products 
must be indicated in Aruban 
Florins and be clearly marked. 
The price equivalent in other 
currency may be added, pro¬ 
vided these are also clearly 
marked.

Americas leaders end 
summit, no accord on Cuba 


CARTAGENA, Colombia 
(AFP) - Leaders from across 
the Americas ended a two-day 
summit here yesterday with no 
final statement, failing to agree 
on Cuba's inclusion at future 
summits in the face of US and 
Canadian opposition. 

The vast majority of the re¬ 
gion's democratically elected 
leaders attending the talks in 
the coastal Colombian city of 
Cartagena said they wanted 
Cuba — the Americas' only 
one-party Communist state — 
included in future meetings. 

But US President Barack 
Obama, backed by Canadian 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, objected and the sum¬ 
mit ended without the release 
of a final statement, as hap¬ 
pened at the previous summit 
in Trinidad in 2009. 

Cuba has never taken part 
in a Summit of the Americas, a 
regular meeting sponsored by 
the US-based Organization of 
American States (OAS). 

Washington objected to its 
presence, arguing that the 
communist regime in Havana 
lacks democratic credentials 
and does not respect the 
human rights of its people. 

The leaders also did not 


agree on a call by Guatemala 
to consider decriminalizing 
drug use in view of the failure 
of the war on narcotrafficking, 
which is creating havoc across 
the region, particularly in cen¬ 
tral America. 

The two issues dominated 
the proceedings although 
Obama said before arriving 
here that his goal was to open 
markets for US goods. 

Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos, the summit 
host, sought to put a brave face 
on the apparent setback, ex¬ 
pressing "satisfaction with the 
results" and with the "direct 
and frank exchanges." 

He said the summit rein¬ 
forced "the integration and the 
convergence of the various in¬ 
terests of the region." 

Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, who is suffering from 
cancer, did not attend the sum¬ 
mit and instead flew to Cuba 
for further radiation therapy. 

Ecuadoran President Rafael 
Correa also boycotted the sum¬ 
mit because of the exclusion of 
Cuba, one of its allies and the 
Americas' only one-party 
Communist state. Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega also 
was a no-show.

US, Colombia announce regional 
security plan 


Secret Service sex scandal 
could widen, says lawmaker 


CARTAGENA, Colombia 
(AFP) - US President Barack 
Obama and his Colombian 
counterpart Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos agreed yesterday to 
deepen their security cooper¬ 
ation in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere and West Africa. 

The efforts, formalized 
under a US-Colombia Action 
Plan on Regional Security Co¬ 
operation, are a response to 
"increasing insecurity gener¬ 
ated by transnational organ¬ 
ized crime," the US State 
Department said in a state¬ 
ment. 

It said the plan draws on 
"Colombia’s established and 
expanding expertise and ca¬ 
pacity for countering this 
threat and shared US respon¬ 
sibility to address the demand 
for illicit narcotics." 

Through increased cooper¬ 
ation, "coordinated Colom¬ 
bian and US law enforcement 
and defense support can more 
effectively counter the threats 
of transnational organized 
crime and strengthen partner 
institutions," the statement 
added. 

Colombia and the United 
States will conduct a series of 
"frequent" meetings to coordi¬ 
nate their security operations 
under the plan, with a focus 
on drug trafficking, combat¬ 
ing crime, strengthening insti¬ 
tutions and fostering 
"resilient" communities. 


The expanded coordina¬ 
tion, which involves bolster¬ 
ing civilian law enforcement 
capacity and capabilities, 
"will support whole-of-gov- 
ernment strategies and pro¬ 
duce a greater effect 
throughout the hemisphere 
and West Africa," the State 
Department said. 

"Both countries are work¬ 
ing to identify new areas for 
collaboration and committed 
to coordinate more closely 
with partner nations through¬ 
out the hemisphere." 

The United States and 
Colombia already operate 
jointly to help build capacities 
in the Americas and West 
Africa. 

Under Operation Martillo, 
a US task force coordinates air 
and maritime operations with 
the Colombian Navy and Air 
Force to detect and disrupt 
transnational organized crime 
cells in Central America. 

The Colombian National 
Police also provides training 
and assistance in Costa Rica, 
El Salvador, Guatemala, Hon¬ 
duras and Panama, while the 
United States trains prosecu¬ 
tors in those countries. 

On Friday Santos signed a 
law approving a free-trade 
agreement with the United 
States that brought to fruition 
a 20-year effort to boost bilat¬ 
eral ties, after Obama signed 
off on the pact in October fol¬ 


lowing a long-running debate 
on reforms, labor rights and 
security in the South Ameri¬ 
can country. 

The US-Colombian free 
trade agreement will come 
into force next month, a US 
official said yesterday, after 
years of Washington pressing 
for reform in the South Amer¬ 
ican country. 

Implementation of the pact 
will reduce duties on US ex¬ 
ports entering Colombia, as 
well as help create half a mil¬ 
lion jobs in five years in 
Colombia, increase the coun¬ 
try’s output by one percent 
and lift 1.2 million Colom¬ 
bians out of poverty, accord¬ 
ing to government estimates. 

"The government of 
United States and Colombia 
have completed our technical 
work and Colombia has 
passed those laws and regula¬ 
tions necessary in order for 
the free trade agreement to 
enter into force on May 15, 
2012," US Trade Representa¬ 
tive Ron Kirk told reporters 
on a conference call. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
lawmaker warned yesterday 
that more agents could be in¬ 
volved in a Secret Service sex 
scandal during President 
Barack Obama's Colombia trip 
and said the agency may need 
an overhaul. 

"The question is, is the 
whole organization in need of 
some soul searching, some 
changes?" asked Representa¬ 
tive Darrell Issa, chairman of 
the House Oversight Commit¬ 
tee." 

The US Secret Service 
placed 11 personnel on admin¬ 
istrative leave as it investigates 
claims the men brought prosti¬ 
tutes to their hotel rooms in 
Cartagena, Colombia late 
Wednesday and had a dispute 
over payment with one of the 
women the next morning. 

The scandal, which has 
overshadowed the Summit of 
the Americas gathering of re¬ 
gional leaders, also involves 
five US military personnel 
staying at the same hotel who 
have now been taken off duty 
and confined to their barracks 
amid a separate investigation. 

Issa said he doubted the 
scandal was a one-off breach 
for the agency. 

"We think the number of 


personnel involved might be 
higher and we're asking for the 
exact amount of all the people 
who were involved," Issa said. 
"Things like this don't happen 
once, if they didn't happen be¬ 
fore." 

The California lawmaker 
said that besides the immoral 
conduct, there was concern 
that such a situation could 
make the agents vulnerable to 
blackmail, a concern for na¬ 
tional security. 

"We've got to ask, where are 
the systems in place to prevent 
this in the future?" he asked, 
adding that lawmakers had not 
yet determined whether hearings 
would be held on the scandal. 

None of the Secret Service 
personnel involved — both 
agents and uniformed officers 
— was assigned to Obama's 
personal security detail. The 
group was taken to the ser¬ 
vice's Washington headquar¬ 
ters for interviews on Saturday 
after being sent home as part of 
the agency's internal affairs di¬ 
vision probe. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney has said Obama 
had full confidence in the Se¬ 
cret Service and that the inci¬ 
dent had no impact on the 
president's security.

DAMASCUS (AFP) -Syrian 
forces reportedly killed five 
civilians in shelling of rebel 
areas and clashes with gunmen 
yesterday, testing a shaky UN- 
backed ceasefire while interna¬ 
tional monitors were to fly in. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon said 
he was "very much concerned" 
at the renewed killings and 
urged the Damascus govern¬ 
ment to ensure that the cease¬ 
fire does not collapse. 

Forces loyal to President 
Bashar al-Assad subjected the 
Khaldiyeh and Bayada neigh¬ 
bourhoods of the flashpoint 
central city of Homs to their 
fiercest bombardment since 
the truce came into force at 
dawn on Thursday, monitors 
said.

CHICAGO (AFP) - At least 
five people were killed in 
Oklahoma after dozens of tor¬ 
nadoes swept through the Mid¬ 
western United States late 
Saturday and early Sunday, 
leaving destruction in their 
wake, local media reported. 

CNN television said the 
five fatalities, which included 
two children, occurred in the 
northwest Oklahoma town of 
Woodward early Sunday 
morning.

BELFAST (AFP) - At sea and 
on land yesterday, wreaths 
were cast, memorials unveiled 
and people stood in silence to 
remember the 1,500 people 
who died in the sinking of the 
Titanic ocean liner a century 
ago. 

In Belfast, the city that built 
the Titanic, a memorial garden 
containing the first-ever mon¬ 
ument to contain all the vic¬ 
tims' names was unveiled 
during a commemorative ser¬ 
vice attended by about 300 
members of the public. 

Earlier, wreaths were 
thrown into the Atlantic at the 
site of the wreck from MS Bal¬ 
moral, a cruise ship that has 
traced the doomed liner's route 
across the ocean, while people 
also held a minute's silence. 

And in Halifax, the Cana¬ 
dian port city from where ships 
sailed to retrieve bodies from 
the icy Atlantic waters follow¬ 
ing the sinking on April 15, 
1912, and where 150 of Ti¬ 
tanic's victims are buried, 
church bells pierced the night. 


Final ceremonies were also 
held in Halifax. 

The Titanic went down 
after hitting an iceberg about 
800 kilometers (500 miles) 
southeast of Halifax. The ship 
had been sailing from 
Southampton on its maiden 
voyage toward New York 
when it sank. 

In Northern Ireland on Sun¬ 
day, a few hundred people at¬ 
tended a commemorative 
service outside Belfast City 
Hall, among them politicians 
and relatives of those who 
died, including a great-great 
nephew of the ship's doctor. 

The Belfast memorial gar¬ 
den contains a nine-meter¬ 
wide (29.5-feet-wide) plinth 
bearing five bronze plaques 
engraved with the names of the 
victims. 

It is the first time the names 
of everyone who died has been 
recorded on one monument. 
Many existing memorials 
failed to include the Titanic 
crew or its musicians.

The new Propecia label 
will include "libido disorders, 
ejaculation disorders, and or¬ 
gasm disorders that contin¬ 
ued after discontinuation of 
the drug,” the FDA said. 
Propecia is a drug to treat 
male baldness. 

Proscar, which treats 
symptoms of enlarged 


prostate, will now have a 
label that adds "decreased li¬ 
bido that continued after dis¬ 
continuation of the drug." 

In addition, both labels are 
being revised to "include a 
description of reports of male 
infertility and/or poor semen 
quality that normalized or 
improved after drug discon¬ 
tinuation," the FDA said.

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SCI-TECH: Patent wars plague Internet Age 


(AFP)— The Internet Age is 
becoming as known for 
patent litigation as it is for 
online innovation. 

From the makers of com¬ 
puter chips to creators of 
smartphones and designers of 
videogames, rivalries have 
spread from marketplaces to 
courtrooms with combatants 
warring over rights to use 
technology. 

"For many years, there 
was basically a stalemate in 
the patents arms race with an 
understanding that compa¬ 
nies wouldn't sue each other," 
said Colleen Chien, a law 
professor at Santa Clara Uni¬ 
versity in Silicon Valley. 

"That was disrupted by a 
new business model of patent 
assertion," she continued. "It 
has become acceptable to vi¬ 
olate the gentlemen's agree¬ 
ment of not suing and now it 
is the new norm." 

The break in the unofficial 
truce was inspired in part by 
"patent trolls," entities that buy 
or file patents with the sole in¬ 
tent of some day suing entre¬ 
preneurs who use the ideas. 

Ranks of patent trolls are 
growing, as is the number of 
large companies turning to 
patent litigation not just to cash- 
in but to gain or protect market 
terrain, according to Chien. 

"What do you call an AOL 
or a dying company that turns 
to patent lawsuits?" she 
asked rhetorically. "Do they 
become corporate trolls?" 

Struggling Internet pio¬ 
neer Yahoo! last month filed 
a lawsuit against Facebook 
accusing the social network¬ 
ing star of infringing on 10 of 
its patents. 

The suit claimed that 
"Facebook's entire social net¬ 
work model, which allows 
users to create profiles and 
connect with, among other 
things, persons and busi¬ 
nesses, is based on Yahoo !'s 
patented social networking 
technology." 

Facebook returned fire 
with a countersuit accusing 
Sunnyvale, California-based 
Yahoo! of being the one in¬ 


fringing on patents, and not 
the other way around. 

Even business software 
giant Oracle has weighed in. 
A trial will get underway on 
Monday in a patent case Or¬ 
acle filed against Google 
based on software used in 
Android operating systems. 

As patent suits proliferate, 
Internet firms with ample war 
chests are spending small for¬ 
tunes to arm themselves with 
portfolios purchased from 
technology companies sell¬ 
ing off intellectual assets. 

AOL this week announced 
plans to sell more than 800 
patents to Microsoft in a 
$1,056 billion deal giving the 
faded Internet star a needed 
cash injection. 

Facebook in March con¬ 
firmed that it bought 750 soft¬ 
ware and networking patents 
from IBM to beef up it arsenal 
on an increasingly lawsuit- 
strewn technology battlefield. 

Patent suits in hot Internet 
markets are not necessarily 
bad news for consumers, pro¬ 
vided that companies cashing 
in use windfalls to develop 


even more innovative prod¬ 
ucts, according to Chien. 

Managing patents could 
also become a potential 
source of competitive advan- 


The Angry Birds franchise is 
beyond massive, and with an 
animated series, movie tie- 
ins, and hundreds of millions 
of downloads, it's one of the 
prime targets for counterfeit 
app makers.

Swiss banks to hand over staff names 
in U.S. tax dispute: report 


ZURICH - Switzerland will 
allow banks to hand over the 
names of any employees and 
other third parties who helped 
wealthy Americans evade 
taxes to U.S. prosecutors, a 
Swiss newspaper reported on 
Saturday. 

Eleven Swiss banks inclu¬ 
ding Credit Suisse and Julius 
Baer are under investigation in 
the United Stated for aiding 
U.S. citizens suspected of 
dodging taxes. 

In the latest attempt to end 
the long-running dispute, 
Switzerland’s Federal Council 
has now authorized banks to 
hand over email traffic in con¬ 
nection with such clients to 
U.S. prosecutors, the Tages- 
Anzeiger newspaper reported.

ble third parties, such as exter¬ 
nal wealth managers, lawyers 
and trustees, but not client 
data, the paper said. 

It said Mario Tuor, a 
spokesman for the Swiss sec¬ 
retariat for international finan¬ 
cial affairs, confirmed this in a 
statement.

Geithner: "Buffett rule" will 
not hurt U.S. economy 


WASHINGTON - A proposal 
to impose at least 30 percent 
income tax on Americans mak¬ 
ing more than a million dollars 
a year will not hurt the econ¬ 
omy by stifling investment and 
growth, U.S. Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner said 
yesterday. 

The so-called Buffett rule, a 
tax plan proposed by President 
Barack Obama to reduce in¬ 
come inequality, has been vig¬ 
orously criticized by Repu¬ 
blicans who argue it will dis¬ 
courage people from starting 
new businesses as it will raise 
capital gains tax and taxes on 
investment. 

”No credible basis for that 


argument, in my judgment," 
Geithner said on CBS's "Face 
the Nation." 

The plan is named after bil¬ 
lionaire businessman and 
Obama supporter Warren Buf¬ 
fett who has noted that he pays 
a lower tax rate than his secre¬ 
tary. 

The bill would keep the tax 
rates unchanged for those 
making under $250,000 a year 

The United States is sad¬ 
dled with a huge budget deficit 
and there is no consensus on 
how to address the problem. 
Geithner said that although the 
government has committed to 
cut $2 trillion in spending, 
more needs to be done.

US, IMF welcome China’s 
move on yuan trading 
band 


BEIJING (AFP) - The US and 
the IMF welcomed China's de¬ 
cision to widen the trading 
band on the nation's currency, 
while analysts yesterday 
downplayed the likelihood of 
wide swings in the value of the 
yuan. 

The People's Bank of 
China, China's central bank, 
announced Saturday that it will 
allow the yuan to fluctuate by 
up to 1.0 percent on either side 
of its trading band when mar¬ 
kets open today. 

The yuan is currently al¬ 
lowed to trade 0.5 percent on 
either side of a midpoint price 
set by the central bank every 
trading day. 

The new rules came as 
pressures for the yuan to ap¬ 
preciate have eased substan¬ 
tially after recent data showed 
the country's trade has become 
more balanced, analysts said. 

The decision also followed 
data released Friday showing 
the world's second-largest 
economy grew at its slowest 
pace in three years during the 
first quarter, a development 
that calls for further policy eas¬ 
ing. 

IMF chief Christine Fa- 
garde described the move on 
the yuan as an "important 
step". 

"This underlines China's 
commitment to rebalance its 
economy toward domestic 
consumption and allow market 
forces to play a greater role in 
determining the level of the ex¬ 
change rate," Fagarde said in a 
statement. 

Beijing's trading partners 
have long criticised its yuan 
exchange rate, saying it is kept 
artificially low, fuelling a flow 
of cheap exports that have 
helped trigger huge trade 


deficits between some coun¬ 
tries and China. 

The White House Saturday 
reacted cautiously to the an¬ 
nouncement, saying it would 
like to see "more movement." 

"They've made some pro¬ 
gress, we'd like to see more 
movement. We noted this an¬ 
nouncement. We're reviewing 
it closely," a top administration 
advisor, Ben Rhodes, told re¬ 
porters on the sidelines of a re¬ 
gional summit in Colombia. 

"It comes in the continuum 
of us wanting to see the Chi¬ 
nese take more of these steps 
to see their currency appreciate 
to come in line with the market 
value," added Rhodes, the 
deputy national security advi¬ 
sor. 

Chinese Prime Minister 
Wen Jiabao acknowledged last 
month that the yuan had in¬ 
creased in value by some 30 
percent since 2005 in compar¬ 
ison to the dollar. 

The move to loosen the cur¬ 
rency's trading band could en¬ 
gender two-way volatility in 
the exchange rate, Bank of 
America-Merrill Fynch econo¬ 
mist Fu Ting told Dow Jones 
Newswires. 

"China will avoid signifi¬ 
cant appreciation or deprecia¬ 
tion this year due to uncertain 
global environment and the 
need for stability during the 
year of leadership change," Fu 
said of political transitions in 
China and the US. 

Fu said his bank expects 
the dollar-yuan exchange rate 
to be at 6.2000 at the end of 
this year. 

China's economy grew at a 
lower-than-expected 8.1 per¬ 
cent in the first quarter, com¬ 
pared with 8.9 percent in the 
fourth quarter of 2011. 
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What ever happened to 'post-racial* America? 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - It 
was hailed as the dawn of a 
’’post-racial America,” ush¬ 
ered in by the election of the 
first black president in a 
country still scarred by the 
legacy of slavery, Jim Crow 
and the battle for civil rights. 

But recent incidents — in¬ 
cluding the shooting of an 
unarmed black teen by a 
white Hispanic neighborhood 
watch volunteer — have re¬ 
vived concerns about Amer¬ 
ica’s racial divide. 

Just a few short years after 
President Barack Obama’s 
historic 2008 election, when 
many Americans believed the 
country had finally taken the 
upper hand over race, some 
are asking where the dream 
of a post-racial America 
went. 



’’I'm not so sure it ever ex¬ 
isted,” said law professor 
Athena Mutua of SUNY Buf¬ 
falo Law School, whose 
work focuses on issues of 
race and the African Ameri¬ 
can community. 

Mutua said many Ameri¬ 
cans embraced the historical 
significance of Obama's 
White House win, creating 
the illusion of a colorblind so¬ 
ciety where racial issues were 
no longer a major concern. 

"The whole country says, 
'Wow, this is a euphoric mo¬ 
ment. We've transcended our 
baggage,’ and post-racialism 
was born with Obama's elec¬ 


tion,” she told AFP. 

"Of course, it wasn't real.” 

Mutua said reports at the 
time exaggerated the level of 
white backing for candidate 
Obama, giving the impres¬ 
sion that the country had ad¬ 
vanced further than it had. 

"I think people painted that 
picture of wide support for 
Obama, but I think they over¬ 
play that. Obama did not get a 
majority of the whites in this 
country to vote for him. It was 
a high number, but certainly 
not a majority,” she said. 

And his election "stirred 
up all the unresolved issues 
in the country” among those 
reticent to racial change. 

"His being there immedi¬ 
ately galvanizes the opposite 
forces — stuff that’s really 
tinged with racism,” Mutua 
added. 

The Trayvon Martin 
shooting is the latest flash¬ 
point where race, which peri¬ 
odically flares up as a 


contentious national talking 
point in America, again 
seized the national spotlight. 

The 17-year-old was shot 
dead in February by George 
Zimmerman, who told police 
he found the youth suspicious 
while patrolling a gated com¬ 
munity in Sanford, Florida. 

Civil rights advocates and 
black Americans who decried 
the slaying as a possible hate 
crime said it was an indict¬ 
ment of a racially insensitive 
criminal justice system that 
appeared ready to let an al¬ 
leged white perpetrator walk 
free because the victim was 
black. 


Zimmerman has been 
charged with second-degree 
murder in the youth's death, 
but only after weeks of na¬ 
tional protests during which 
he was in hiding and the ap¬ 
pointment of a special prose¬ 
cutor to handle the case. 

But beyond the teen's 
shooting, many Americans 
have been stunned to see the 
coarseness of the racially 
tinged debate leading into 
November's reelection battle 
in which Democrat Obama 
will square off against pre¬ 
sumptive Republican nomi¬ 
nee Mitt Romney. 

In one incident, a judge 
earlier this year was forced to 
apologize after sending his 
colleagues a racially deroga¬ 
tory joke about Obama on his 
office email. 

Many Americans also 
were taken aback by an anti- 
Obama bumper sticker that 
used a racial slur, becoming a 


hot seller on the Internet by 
urging voters ’’Don't Re-Nig 
in 2012.” 

Critics have accused some 
conservatives of using coded 
and racially-charged lan¬ 
guage, pointing, for example 
to Newt Gingrich's descrip¬ 
tion on the campaign trail of 
Obama as America's best 
"food stamp president.” 

"People call that ’dog 
whistling.' You know that 
that's a racist remark, and he's 
not fooling anybody with 
that,” Mutua said. 

Republicans, however, 
bristle when accused of a 
racial animus in their dislike 


of Obama, saying that their 
qualms with the president 
have to do with his politics, 
not his skin color. 

For his part, Obama has 
declined to enter the fray, 
denying that his race plays a 
role in the public's perception 


of who he is, or the work he 
is doing. 

Johns Hopkins University 
assistant professor Lester 
Spence saw real signs of 
progress in Americans' "ac¬ 
ceptance of difference,” in¬ 
cluding in pop culture — even 
if he wouldn't term the 
changes "post-racial.” 

He cited the broad-based 
societal acceptance of 
African Americans as some 
of the country's most adored 
figures in music, media and 
popular culture, saying it had 
a role in bringing about 
broader shifts in attitudes. 

"Racial attitudes are really 
complex,” said Spence. "Peo¬ 
ple love (hip hop artist) Jay- 
Z, they love Lil Wayne — 
people consume blackness 
every day somehow on TV," 
he said. 

There are also great strides 
in the political sphere. 

"At the national level, 
black people are being 
treated as citizens in a very 
different way than they were 
even just 10 years ago before 
the election of Obama,” 
Spence said. 

But at the local level, 
where incidents like the Mar¬ 
tin shooting are investigated 
and prosecuted, "it still hasn't 
trickled down that far yet,” he 
added.

KINGSTON (AFP) - Reigning world 100-meter champion Yohan Blake set the fastest 
time in the world this year in his 2012 debut at the distance, winning in 9.90 seconds in 
cold and rainy conditions. Blake cruised to win in what he dubbed a "surprise" time at 
the UTech Classic athletics meet this past weekend in Kingston and said he was ahead of 
last year f s schedule. The sprinter, who surpassed Darvis Patton f s previous world best this 
year of 10.04, also joined world 100m record-holder Usain Bolt on the Racers club relay 
that captured the 4x100 relay in 37.82 seconds, also a 2012 world best. Blake, his long 
hair braids bobbing in the rain, made up for a less than perfect start with an extended 
drive phase to outclass a 100 field that included World University Games champion 
Jacques Harvey, who was a distant second in 10.10 seconds.Last year in South Korea, 
Blake became the youngest world 100m champion by winning the final after Bolt was dis¬ 
qualified due to a false start.

Djokovic added that he is 
thankful for the extra week 
that has been somehow built 
into this busy London 
Olympic year schedule, 
which gave him time to pre¬ 
pare properly for the Monte 
Carlo Masters. 

"I'm glad we had the time 
between Miami (where he 
won the title, beating Andy 
Murray in the final) and 
Monte Carlo this season," 
said the world number one, 
who a year ago had to skip 
Monte Carlo simply to rest. 

"It allowed me to get in 
some rest and 10 days of 
preparation. I live here so I 
train a lot at the club, I know 
the conditions. 

"I'm confident that I’ll be 
fit and ready. I'm looking for¬ 
ward to playing. Every sea¬ 
son is different — that’s how 
I'm approaching this clay sea¬ 
son."

IOC to keep 
pressure on 
'no women 1 
Saudis 

MOSCOW (AFP) - Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
(IOC) president Jacques 
Rogge said on Sunday he 
will keep up the pressure on 
Saudi Arabia, who have 
once again refused to send a 
women's team to the 
Olympic Games. 

”We are always talking 
to Saudi Arabia (about 
sending a women's team to 
the London Games) and we 
expect a very rapid conclu¬ 
sion,” said Rogge. 

Ten days ago, the head of 
the Saudi Olympic Commit¬ 
tee ruled out sending 
women athletes from the 
ultra-conservative kingdom 
to the London Olympics. 

Prince Nawaf bin Faisal 
said, however, that Saudi 
women taking part inde¬ 
pendently are free to do so 
and the kingdom's Olympic 
authority would "only help 
in ensuring that their partic¬ 
ipation does not violate the 
Islamic sharia law”. 

Equestrian jumping con¬ 
testant Dalma Malhas, 18, is 
likely to be Saudi Arabia's 
only female athlete at this 
summer's Olympics. 

Saudi Arabia, Qatar and 
Brunei are the only three 
countries never to have sent 
women athletes to the 
Olympics. 

But Qatar, which is hop¬ 
ing to stage the 2020 
Games, has said it will send 
three to London — shooter 
Bahia Al-Hamad, swimmer 
Nada Mohammed Wafa 
Arakji and Noor Al-Malki, 
a 100m and 200m sprinter.

Swimming great Murray Rose dies 

Australian swimming great and four¬ 
time Olympic gold medallist Murray 
Rose died in Sydney on Sunday aged 
73 after a battle with leukaemia, 
Swimming Australia said. 

English-born Rose moved to Aus¬ 
tralia as an infant following the Sec¬ 
ond World War and started swimming 
in Sydney at the age of five. 

He became an Olympic champion in 1956 as a 17-year- 
old, winning the first of his three gold medals at the Mel¬ 
bourne Games in the 4 x 200m freestyle relay. 

He followed that gold medal with victories in the 400m 
and 1500m freestyle, becoming the first swimmer in 36 years 
to win both individual events. 

After the Games, Rose moved to Los Angeles and at¬ 
tended the University of Southern California. 

He returned to Australia to train for the 1960 Rome 
Olympics, where he won the 400m freestyle and finished 
second to fellow Australian John Konrads in the 1500m. 

Rose was one of eight who carried the the Olympic flag 
at the Sydney 2000 Olympics opening ceremony.

Clemens 
to begin 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
perjury retrial for retired 
Major League Baseball star 
Roger Clemens opens on 
Monday as the legendary 
pitcher again faces charges he 
lied when denying he took 
performance-enhncing drugs. 

Last July, only two wit¬ 
nesses had been called when 
US District Judge Reggie 
Walton declared a mistrial 
after prosecutors presented 
evidence that had already 
been ruled inadmissible. 

Nine months later, and 
with a new baseball season 
underway, the sport is once 
again dragged back into its 
shameful doping era, before 
testing and regulations were 
imposed against using 
steroids and human growth 
hormones (HGH). 

Jury selection will be the 
major part of Monday's activ¬ 
ity as prosecutors try to prove 
Clemens was lying when he 
told a 2008 Congressional 
hearing that he never took 
HGH and steroids. 

The testimony conflicted 
with that of former Clemens 
trainer Brian McNamee, who 
said he injected Clemens 
with performance-enhancing

substances. Some of the nee¬ 
dles he claimed to have used 
are expected to be used as ev¬ 
idence. 

Clemens won 354 games 
in a 24-year career that saw 
him win seven Cy Young 
Awards as the top pitcher in 
his league. Nicknamed 
"Rocket", he is one of only 
four pitchers to have recorded 
more than 4,000 strikeouts in 
his career. 

Clemens won the World 
Series twice with the New 
York Yankees in 1999 and 
2000. He also played for 
Boston Red Sox, Toronto 
Blue Jays and Houston Astros. 

If convicted, Clemens 
could face 30 years in prison 
and a fine of $1.5 million, al¬ 
though sentencing guidelines 


would suggest he receive 
somehwere between 15 and 
21 months behind bars. 

Clemens would be expected 
to be voted into the Baseball 
Hall of Fame next year when 
he becomes eligible, but as one 
of the players named in the 
2007 Mitchell Report follow¬ 
ing an invstigation into baseball 
doping, Clemens faces a tough 
fight given the scant support for 
others linked to banned sub¬ 
stances. 

Clemens is the third US 
sport star to face a major US 
government probe into his 
actions with links to doping. 

US home run king Barry 
Bonds was investigated for 
seven years for links to the 
BALCO steroid scandal but 
convicted only on obstruction 
of justice. He served a 30-day 
sentence of home confine¬ 
ment and has appealed the 
conviction. 

Seven-time Tour de 
France winner Lance Arm¬ 
strong was investigated for 
two years regarding possible 
drug use and ties to busi¬ 
nesses that sponsored him 
and his team, but the Justice 
Department closed the probe 
in February without bringing 
charges. 


Donald surrenders World 
No. 1 spot to Mcllroy 


HILTON HEAD ISLAND, 
South Carolina (AFP) - Eng¬ 
land's Luke Donald will sur¬ 
render golfs World No. 1 
ranking to Northern Ireland's 
Rory Mcllroy on Monday 
after a poor showing at the 
US PGA Heritage tourna¬ 
ment. 

Donald fired a level-par 
71 on Sunday to finish on 
two-over par 286 for 72 
holes. He needed to share 
eighth place or better this 
week to keep his razor-thin 
margin ahead of Mcllroy in 
the rankings. 

Once eight players 
reached the clubhouse ahead 
of him, Donald was ensured 


of giving the top spot back to 
Mcllroy, whom he passed last 
month for the honor. 

Donald, still seeking his 
first major title, first claimed 
the top ranking after winning 
last year's BMW PGA Cham¬ 
pionship on the European Tour. 

Reigning US Open cham¬ 
pion Mcllroy, who turns 23 
on May 4, claimed the top 
spot for the first time in his 
young career last month 
when he won the US PGA 
Honda Classic. 

But Donald moved past 
Mcllroy two weeks later, re¬ 
claiming the top spot by win¬ 
ning the US PGA Transitions 
Championship.
